Secretary Gaulin of the Hoard of

annual report as to health conditions

We have had no cases of typhoid 
fever that were contracted in the bor­ 
ough, but handled three cases that 
were transferred from the Clearfield 
hospital. These cases were contracted 
at Grampian. 


We have had four death.* from tu­ 
berculosis in the borough. In each 
case have had these premises thor­ 
oughly fumigated, 
disinfected, and 
burned materials that in our judge­ 
ment could not be cleared of 
infec­ 
tion. 


We now have 2.1 fly traps out and 
have already caught a large quantity 
of flies. 


The members of the board visited a 
number of places where the conditions 
were had and recommend and ask that 
Council act promptly on the drains 
for Fifth street and Ogden avenues. 
Also that the spring on Clark street 
above Market street school is, in their 
judgment, at time a dangerous con­ 
dition, 
namely, 
during 
and 
after 
heavy rains when filth and sewage b; 
carried down, and recommend 
that 
this be drained and covered. 


Am glad to be able to report at this 
time that we have made tests of the 
miik supply of the tow n and so far 
they have stood the tests required by 
the State laws.

Will Endavor To Class­ 
ify Iron Ore Resources 
In Pennsylvania. 


Harrisburg, July 19.—At the direc- 
jtioB of Secretary of Internal Affairs 
James F. Woodward, the Bureau of 
Topographic and GeoIORieal Survey of 
tho Pennsylvania Department of In­ 
ternal Affairs has undertaken a min- 
'ute survey of the iron ore resources 
of Pennsylvania. 


Secretary 
Woodward pointed 
out 
that naturally the subject of greatest 
Interest in the survey n°w under way 
is the possibility of finding new de­ 
posits of large size particularly of 
iiiag»etite, the magnetic ore of iron. 
So many 
requests 
for 
information 
have reached the Department of In­ 
ternal Affairs recently that the decis­ 
ion was reached to begjn the survey 
'at once. 


Until 1880 Pennsylvania 
produced 
more iron ore than any other State In 
' he Union. 
Since the discovery of the 
Lak« Superior ores, Pensylvania has 
Vlropped back to sixth place and in 
i918 produced only one fifty-fourth of 
'he material needed by the 165 furnae- 


,'S in the Commonwealth. 


Four Reasons Advanced. 
Four reasons for making a n imme­ 
diate study of the State's iron ore re­ 
sources have been advanced. 
Briefly 
;hey are: 


1. The ores of 
Michigan 
and 
Minnesota will last for a limited 
period only. The time will come 
when the iron masters of Penn­ 
sylvania will demand information 
regarding iron ores in the State. 


2. A never ending series of in­ 
quiries 
lias been 
reaching 
the 
Pennsylvania Department of In­ 
ternal Affairs from land owners 
as to the possibility and probabil­ 
ity of there being iron ore on or 
under their land. 


3. There 
are a few places 
in 
Pennsylvania where iron ore oc­ 
curs of such richness and value as 
to be minable today. 
Hope is ex­ 
pressed that detailed examination 
of other places where similar re­ 
lations of the rocks exist may re- > 
veal other new ore bodies. 


4. It is of interest and value to 
know, 
as general 
information, 
how much iron ore is left in Penn­ 
sylvania and whetaher the earlier 
workings exhausted 
the iron in 
the thousands 
of pits 
scattered 
over 
the State or whether 
the 
workings were simply abandoned 
because the ore could not be min­ 
ed in competition with Michigan 
and Minnesota ores. 


Tests Being Made. 


Practically all of the iron ore min- 
\i in Pennsylvania today is of the 
nagnetito kind. 
The iro n ore depos­ 
its at Boyertown, 
Fritz Island, 
St. 
Peters, Cornwall and Dillsburg show 
many geological similarities, the as­ 
sociation of rocks is known to exist 
lver a broad belt extending from the 
Slate line south of Gettysburg thru 
Middletown 
and Pottstown to 
New 
Hope »n the Delaware River. 
Tests 
are being made throughout this dis­ 
trict as wall as in many other sections 
•f the State. 


The work which will be carried on 
under the supervision of Dr. George 
H. Ashley, chief of the survey bureau 
in the Department of Internal Affairs 
•will be in chargo of J. Ross Corbin. 
\vho has had a wide experience in the 
examination of iro n ores in Pennsyl­ 
vania 
and 
throughout 
the 
United 
States as well as in the Philippines 
and China.
